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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-11, 14-34, 43-44, drawn to a composition comprising thermostable 
Guxl polypeptide, classified in class 435, subclass 200. 

II. Claims 12-13, drawn to an industrial detergent mixture, classified in class 510, 
subclass 114. 

III. Claim 35, drawn to a cellulase-substrate complex, classified in class 536, subclass 
1.11. 

IV. Claim36-42, 48-56, drawn to vectors, host cells and method of making, classified 
in class 435, subclass 69.1. 

V. Claims 45-47, drawn to antibody, classified in class 530, subclass 387.1. 

VI. Claim 57, drawn to a method of detection of polynucleotide, classified in class 
435, subclass 6. 

VII. Claims 58-62, drawn to a method of assessing carbohydrate degradation, 
classified in class 536, subclass 124. 

VIII. Claims 63-67, drawn to a method of reducing cellulose in a starting material, 
classified in class 435, subclass 4. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II, III, IV, V are patentably distinct from each other. The polypeptides of 
group I, V, the polynucleotide of group IV, the detergent mixture of group II, and the substrate- 
enzyme complex of group III, each comprise amino acid sequences and nucleotide sequences 
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and chemical compounds which are chemically unrelated, do not require each other for practice; 
have separate utilities, such as use of the group I polypeptide to catalyze a biochemical reaction 
versus the use of polynucleotide in a hybridization reaction versus the use of detergent mixture in 
cleaning processes and are subject to separate manufacture and sale. The groups have acquired 
separate status in the art and separate fields of search. 

Inventions VI, VII, VIII are patentably distinct from each other. The method of detecting 
polynucleotides of group VI, the method of assessing carbohydrate degradation of group VII, 
the method of reducing cellulose n a starting material of group VIII are all unrelated as they 
comprise distinct steps, utilize different products and produce different results. The groups have 
acquired separate status in the art and separate fields of search as further evidenced by their 
separate classification. 

Inventions I, II, III, V and VI, VII are patentably distinct from each other. Inventions I, 
II, III, V are products which are neither used nor made in the method of groups VI, VII. They 
have separate utilities and are subject to separate manufacture and sale. The groups have 
acquired separate status in the art and separate fields of search as further evidenced by their 
separate classification. 

Inventions I and VIII are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
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as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the polypeptides of group I can be use raise specific antibody as 

opposed to its use in group VIII. 

Inventions II, III, IV, V, and invention VII, VIII are patentably distinct from each other. 
Inventions II, III, IV, V are products which are neither used nor made in the method of groups 
VII, VIII. They have separate utilities and are subject to separate manufacture and sale. The 
groups have acquired separate status in the art and separate fields of search as further evidenced 
by their separate classification. 

Inventions IV and VI are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the polynucleotides can be used for expression of recombinant 
proteins as opposed to its use in the method of group VI. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
